R eLIFE is a series that borrows elements from other 
series of the same genre and gives it a twist of its 
own. The concept proves to be an interesting one, 
even if the premise makes it seem like it will turn 
out to be a typical school anime. In some parts, 
it is what youve seen before. But the way the series manages 
its themes and its characters makes this series much more 
than it initially started out to be. A story about a man who 
gets to relive his high-school life can be a great one if done 
right. But ReLIFE ends up being just more than a series 
about a protagonist who goes through awkward situations in 
a school. It focuses on how this character changes through¬ 
out the series and what he learns from his experience. 

The premise of the series is definitely something that is 
quite unique. The story revolves around a 27-year-old jobless 
protagonist named Arata Kaizaki, who one day meets a man 
who gives him the offer to join a program named ReLIFE. 

This program will 
supply Arata 

Kazuomi 


with a pill that can make him look ten years younger and heTl 
be put in a high school as a test subject, to study his improve¬ 
ments and actions. But the series less focuses on the concept 
on being young again, and more on the concept of learning 
new things and adapting to a new environment. ReLIFE just 
isn't a story about Kaizaki, but also the story about the people 
around. It's not just how his school is changing his life, but 
how he's changing other people's lives. And the series focuses 
on some really important themes, which elevates the quality 
of the series. The series plays out like a typical slice-of-life 
school anime, as the series goes through many different situ¬ 
ations and story arcs. And the series rearranged the content 
of the manga to make the series more enjoyable. Many twists 
and backstories that appear way later in the series, appears 
in this series, so anime-only watchers can see these 
reveals. And the ending may not end the overall 
main story, but it feels like a satisfying conclu¬ 
sion in the series, knowing how much the char¬ 
acters have changed. 

ReLIFE concept and premise may be 
interesting and all, but the ReLIFE 's biggest 
strength is its characters and how they are 
handled. The series is more character driven 
than story-driven, as the series primarily focuses 
on the development in character relationships. 
And the way the series presents its characters and 
their improvements is what makes the series so 
special. And the series manages to focus on some 
really important themes, both for teenagers and 
adults. No, it's main theme is not just “live your 
life to the fullest” (as the synopsis may suggest), 
but it's also about bullying is the social world, how 
to be able to cope with situations you want to run 
away from, how to withstand yourself from making 
wrong decisions, how sometimes the wrong decision 
might be the best for everyone, how being superior 
can get you hate and so on. The series isn't a page-by- 
page adaptation of the manga, as many things were 
rearranged to suit the structure of the anime. Many 
content skipped from the first episode appears in the 
second. The reason for doing is primarily because 
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they wanted to end the first episode off with the first day done. 
And many important moments that happen later in the manga, 
gets adapted earlier on in the series. This is because they 
wanted to adapt the big reveal and the major backstories. 

The pacing of the series is somewhat fast, but not rushed. 

It manages to not waste time and always entertain. 

As mentioned before, ReLIFE’s biggest strength is its 
characters. It only takes an episode or two for them to be 
likable, and each character stands out one way or another. 
And the fact that every character gets an adequate amount 
of focus makes sure that the entire cast as whole is strong, 
instead of one character standing out more than the other. 
The protagonist of the series, Arata Kaizaki, ends up being 
likable from the start as he can be relatable to adults and teens, 
primarily because we see him as both. The way he changes 
a character throughout the series is fascinating. The ReLIFE 
program managed to makes Arata learn a lot of things that can 
help him later in the future. He learns his values and realizes 
how society works, while helping others around him by 
sharing his knowledge and experiences as an adult. But 
Arata's not the only character that gets a lot of development, 
but also the rest of the main cast too. Chizuru Hishiro also 
changes throughout the series, as she learns how to be more 
socially active and how to understand other people. And 
she's later given a major backstory that changes the way the 
audience sees her. And her relationship with Arata is really 
well handled. Ryo Yoake, a character that very few people 
expected to be a character with depth, proved to excel and 
be an excellent character. His backstory on how much he had 
to go through to make his first subject successful, shows that 
his smile is just there to cover up his regrets. And characters 
like An Onoya, Rena Kariu and Kazuomi Oga also prove to 
be just as good of a character as the rest of the cast. An's inter¬ 
actions with the rest of the characters is always fun, and Rena 
and Kazuomi s relationship is really intriguing, especially 
towards the end of the series. 

The art is generally good in ReLIFE , especially considering 
the fact that TMS has a lot to do this season. The detailing 
isn't the best, but it works. The backgrounds are fairly good 
looking as it's pretty well detailed. The architectures look nice 
and well detailed and the natural environments look good too. 
Lighting is a little subpar. The sunlight didn't feel like as if it's 
a ray, but rather flat color with multiple shading was used 
instead, which doesn't work too well. But the shading, par¬ 
ticularly on characters, looks fine. The character designs are 
quite good, even if it's not anything unique. You've probably 
seen Arata's face in some other anime before, but it still works 
well here too. Far away character models can start to lose their 
details though. The art style is intentionally drawn in a sim¬ 
plistic manner at times for comedic relief and it works well. 

Probably the weakest thing about ReLIFE is its animation 
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quality. The production values are okay at best, and this 
might be because TMS has to many projects to work on this 
season. The fluidity in character movements is lacking and 
it can be comparable to Sakamoto desu ga from last season. 
There's a particular moment when Ryo was running, and that 
didn't look too good. Character movements look alright, but 
the frame rate feels too low at times, which makes it lack a 
proper flow. But it still works though, just not as much as you 
want it to be. And there are times when the animation qual¬ 
ity improves, particularly during comedic, over-the-top 
reactions, when the art is simplified. 

ReLIFE may have a large main cast, but it doesn't have a 
large supporting cast, so the number of seiyu needed for this 
anime is quite low. That being said, there a whole lot of well- 
known seiyuu behind the voices of some of these characters 
and do a splendid job in adding more depth to the series. 
Kensho Ono does a great job as Arata, as he does both seri¬ 
ous and comedic parts right. His “eeehh!” (which you'll hear 
a lot), works well and he does a good job in 
doing over-the-top reactions. At the 
same time, he manages to get the 
serious parts done too, particu¬ 
larly when Arata's backstory is 
introduced. Ai Kayano does a 
great job as Chizuru. It feels 
weird to listening to her after 
watching the KonoSuba OVA 
(since she's Darkness), but she 
manages to make Chizuru as

emotionless as possible, while adding a sense of curiosity in 
her voice. She does have experience in these type of roles (like 
Mashiro Shiina from Sakuraso). Ryohei Kimura was the 
perfect Ryo Yoake. He manages to get his optimistic spirit 
perfectly and its hard to see anyone else do his role better 
than he did. Other seiyu such as Haruka Tomatsu as Rena 
Kariu, Yuma Uchida as Kazuomi Oga and Reina Ueda as An 
Onoya all do a great job in what they have to do. And there 


are other well-known seiyu doing supporting roles, such as 
Daisuke Namikawa, Noriaki Sugiyama and Miyuki Sawashiro, 
who all do a good jobs too. 

ReLIFE’s music is also quite good. The number of ED 
[ending theme] ReLIFE has is astonishing, especially for its 
length. This is because every episode has its own ED. That 
being said, though none of the ED ends up being extraor¬ 
dinary, all of them at least manage to be good. There’s not a 
single ED in the series that felt lacking in anyways. The OP 
[opening theme], “Button,” is a very good ED that manages 
to capture the heart and tone of the actual series. Its vocals 
are nice and the music is great too. The background music 
in the series is great though. Though there isn’t much a vari¬ 
ety, the ones you will hear will work well with the context. 
There’s a lot of piano music, that’s for sure. The piano music 
they mostly play is placed so well almost all the time. The 
music would play when someone is talking, then stop when 
things are silent. The music will follow the sounds of the 
characters speaking, which is really great. A good example 
of this is near the beginning of the series, when Arata and 
Ryo meet for the first time. 

ReLIFE might have been much more than I wanted. If it 
was simply a series about a main character who gets to relive 
his high-school life and go through awkward situations, I 
would have been satisfied enough. But the series becomes 
much more than that by developing its characters other 
than the protagonist, and the series. And the fact that the 
series focuses on really important themes was a big sur¬ 
prise too for an anime labeled simply as a school slice-of- 
life, as it can easily be called a psychological drama at times 
too. I had so much fun seeing the characters change through¬ 
out the series and create relationships with other charac¬ 
ters, whether it be friendship or romance. 

In the end, ReLIFE is the anime to watch this season. 

There was a good amount of hype surround¬ 
ing it before it aired... or pre-streamed, 
and the series manages to deliver over¬ 
all. It’s got a great cast of characters 
that develop throughout the series so 
much and the well-developed rela¬ 
tionships are made. The comedy is 
consistently funny and inventive... 
even its serious moments are done with 
such care. The series focuses on some very important 
themes throughout the series and some very good life 
lessons are learned. The production values are weak, 
but the series makes up for it with almost everything 
else. And not much is skipped, but rather rearranged, 
so it would work better in its anime format. Overall, 
ReLIFE has something for everyone, whether it be 
lighthearted or serious. ♦♦♦ DoldenDevilDamer

£c/: Though I have been an anime fan for years before, 
like you, I also cosplayed for the first time in 2005 at 
Anime Expo, but casually. I guess it’s better late than 
never. It was an experience. What were influences 
that got you started into cosplaying? 


xyfaiifcaJe&vx: I went to my first convention in 2005 
which was Anime Vegas. I had been an anime/video 
game fan for a while; being bigger into video games 
since I was a small kid. When I went to the convention, 

I attended with a small group of friends. We knew 
about cosplay but never really got into the entirety 
of it. We decided to go in “closet cosplay’” which was 
dressing up in a wig and wearing normal clothes that 
we thought the character would wear. It was a ton of 
fun and I remember seeing these people with extrava¬ 
gant costumes. I got influenced a lot by their cosplays 
as well as the desire to want to bring my favorite char¬ 
acters to life. As I got more into the hobby, there were 
a ton of people I ended up admiring and looking up 
to. There weren’t any fancy materials or youtube tuto¬ 
rials online at the time but tutorials posted by these 
cosplayers were what helped me grow and learn. 
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That’s kinda how I started too. I did a simple cosplay 
from a really obscure manga. Only one person knew 
who I was supposed to be. It was my first cosplay and 
my first one I sewn by hand. How about you? What 
was your first “true” cosplay? Was it something you 
bought, sewn yourself or a group collaboration? 

My first cosplay I ever completed by 
hand was my Kairi cosplay from Kingdom Hearts 2 .1 
had a group with me and we also did a skit where we 
won an award. Unfortunately I had made it entirely 
with heat bond since I did not know how to sew at 
the time. It fell apart after my mom had grabbed it 
and put it in the wash. Kairi was one of my favorite 
cosplays.

I am a very indecisive person. Lol, I 
usually pick characters that I’ve either played in a 
videogame or that I’ve loved in an anime. Sometimes 
I decide on characters just because I love their charac¬ 
ter design though I am more motivated and passion¬ 
ate when I cosplay a character that I’ve fallen in love 
with by actually knowing who they are. I really enjoy 
cosplaying characters that most people don’t really 
know about or are from old video games/anime. Once 
I decide on a character, I start planning on what

materials and textures I want. I also start on accesso¬ 
ries/armor since I enjoy that part more.

And why 
do you it the most? 

My favorite cosplay group that I’ve 
been a part of would have to be when I cosplayed 
League of Legends with some friends a couple of 
years ago. I had so much fun because I was really

cosplay on my own. 01 do hope to get the chance 
to participate in another cosplay group in the future. 
They are always so much fun. 

2?c/: I get a lot of mixed answers whenever I ask this 
question in casual conversations with people I know 
at conventions. But generally, most people are in 
agreement with you. I have this one friend who insists 
that you must now the character to cosplay the char¬ 
acter. We don’t agree with him, but let him be. One 
topic we always have a heated debate is about cosplay¬ 
ing age appropriate characters. What are your 
thoughts about this? 

'vx/ftaifca&evx: I feel like if someone likes the charac¬ 
ter or want to cosplay that character they should be 
allowed to. The only time I have a problem with it is 
when girls that are under 16 dress in really skimpy 
outfits. I am a veteran of the cosplay community and 
can’t help but feel like a worried mom when I see 
them. Haha! 

£(/: I could totally understand that. Cosplay demo¬ 
graphics changed so much since cosplaying started 
to take off. I have a daughter who cosplays too, so I 
get worried sometimes when we go to conventions. I 
know that she wants to hang out with her friends and 
I have my own friends to hang out with, but I can’t 
help but be worried. One good thing that makes me 
feel better that started a few years ago is the “Cosplay 
is NOT Consent” movement. Do you have any expe¬ 
riences you want to share? What are your thoughts 
about this movement? 

I’ve had plenty of experiences but 
recently I haven’t had to deal with anything too crazy. 
Just the occasional pick up lines and whistles which 
are annoying but I can ignore. I always have my close 
friends and husband near to keep me safe and I never 
go to cons/photoshoots without someone there I trust. 

I’m glad more people are aware of this problem. It 
is a big problem and with more younger and inexpe¬ 
rienced cosplayers joining the scene, I really do hope 
that the veteran cosplayers as well as everyone will 
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look out for each other. It’s all about prevention and 
standing your ground when it comes to people who 
don’t understand what no means. 

£(/: Right?! New cosplayers coming into the scene 
really need to be aware of what’s going on around 
them and to think of their actions over the excitement 
of cosplaying. With this big surge in cosplaying, do you 
think we hit the pinnacle of the cosplay scene? Or you 
think it will get more mainstream? How do you com¬ 
pare cosplaying today than when you first got into it? 

xxjfzmfca&eMt:: I think cosplay will just continue to 
grow from here. I don’t know what platforms it will 
expand into but I’m pretty sure will keep growing. 
When I first started cosplaying, there were not much 
opportunities for cosplay when it came to jobs/col- 
laborations. There were also a limit amount of materi¬ 
als and tutorials online. Now it’s so easy to jump right 
into cosplay with all these easy to use materials and 
with a ton of tutorials online. Also, I think everyone 
is much more friendly and willing to help others. 

£</: I do remember how cosplay grew to what it is 
today. It’s so common to see cosplayers at conven¬ 
tions than it used to. Even now, I feel that if I don’t 
cosplay at a convention, I feel that I’m missing out

on the convention atmosphere. With all the famous 
cosplayers out there, do you think that segment of 
cosplay community is getting oversaturated? Mean¬ 
ing that there are too many professional cosplayers. 
And have you ever thought of cosplaying as a profes¬ 
sion for yourself? 

wjf'UuJcakeKX: I don’t feel like there are too many pro¬ 
fessional cosplayers. I think in all, everyone is just 
doing what they love and enjoy. It’s always a great 
bonus to do something you enjoy for a living. I have 
thought about it but I have always looked at this 
hobby for what it is to me. which is a fun hobby. I 
really enjoy cosplay but I have other aspirations other 
than cosplay for me. 0. 

^c/: It’s good to know that you have have other, higher 
aspirations foryourself. I know many people...usually 
beginner cosplayers'that want to become professional 
cosplayers. With all of the many, different conventions 


going on all year round, the different genres tend to 
cross. What your opinion about the different genre 
cosplays mixing at conventions? For example, Amer¬ 
ican cartoon cosplay at anime conventions or anime 
cosplay at steampunk cons. Do you feel that cosplay- 
ers are looking for any excuse to cosplay? 

I actually really enjoy the mix of genres 
at cons. There is always something for everyone. It 
is much more excited for me. When I was little I was 
more into anime but as I grow older, I get more into 
TV shows and videogames. Also, cosplay is made 
to span everything so it leaves more opportunity to 
those who are more into a certain genre. I quite enjoy 
seeing a ninja turtle talking to sailor moon. Haha. 

£(/: I totally agree with that also. There should be a 
good mix of the different genre cosplays at cons...but 
still retaining the atmosphere of that convention. As 
more and more fans get into Cosplay, do you have any 
advice you could give them? Basically the do’s and 
don’ts of Cosplay and the like? 

Mqfwifca&exx: The best advice I can give someone 


starting out cosplay is be prepared for how people will 
react on the internet. No matter what you do, there 
are always going to be people who will try to put you 
down. Don’t forget that this hobby is suppose to be 
fun for you and those around you. Admire those who 
are better than you, strive to learn more, and don’t 
forget to enjoy cosplay. The most important person 
who will always be there for you is yourself. 

£</: Those are good words and I hope that people 
will strive to do their best in cosplaying. Thank you 
xxfruitcakexx for giving us a chance for this interview. 
Do you have any final words to our readers? And how 
can out readers contact you professionally? 

I hope everyone tries cosplay at least 
once. Don’t be afraid to cosplay a character even if 
you feel as if people wont like it. Cosplay is all about 
having fun and as long as your kind and encouraging 
to others, they will be the same to you.

MegaTagmension Blanc + Neptune VS Zombies story is 
rather simple in premise. You have Blanc explaining that 
the world is known as “Gamindustri” (a play on “game 



industry”), which exists within a faraway dimension. That 
goddesses (also known as “CPUs” or “Console Patron Units”), 
befriended humans and attended school alongside them to 
learn more about their culture. Unfortunately, a fierce decline 
in the birthrates of humans (possibly a play on the fact that 
Japan has rapidly decreasing birthrates) is forcing their 
current predicament. 

Gamicademi is about to close down, something that none 
of the protagonist want. In an effort to keep its doors open, 
they brainstorm an idea of producing a self-shot zombie film 
in order to bring more attention to the school in hopes of 
keeping it from closing by attracting new attendees. How¬ 
ever, things take an unexpected turn when they realize that 
actual zombies are now popping up. Also, no matter how 
many times they cure their fellow schoolmate CPUs 
with “Share Energy”, they continue to revert back into 
mindless zombies. 

The goal of the entire game is to go along for the ride as 
Blanc, Neptune, Ram, Rom and others to figure out the root 
cause which is transforming students into zombies, while 
simultaneously shooting the best movie possible to save 
their school from closing its doors permanently at the end 
of the year. 
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It should be noted that this game took a little bit over ten 
hours to beat in full. A lot of that was due to being too low in 
level and power when meeting bosses and dealing with certain 
enemies as I progressed through the story. It will take longer 
if you encounter a new character that you want, as you have 
to start them over from level one. There are twelve scenes in 
total, with each scene possessing between 1 and 8 “cuts”. 

The story in itself is quite “weird” to be honest, but that is 
nowhere near a bad thing. In fact, they prove to be comical 
as the game progresses. You have girls who really want to 
save their school by trying to attract attention with an indie 
film, only to have to deal with actual zombies. Not only that, 
but they defend themselves and the school while simultane¬ 
ously filming their movie using the “real-life” undead they 
encounter. While that part makes sense, since it would 
achieve the maximum effect for “realism”, it is hard to believe 
that they were so steadfast to save the school regardless of 
the actual danger that they encountered. While I get that 
the game is supposed to be light-hearted and upbeat, dis¬ 
playing more of a sense of urgency would have help with the 
overall feeling of immersion. 

To combat all of this lack of seriousness and obvious plot 
holes, they do make up for it with plucky and grit. They have 
high energy, argue amongst each other with enthusiasm and 
create some truly hilarious situations due to inappropriate 
humor, breaking the fourth wall and general teasing of their 
classmates. The true nature of the story lies within the char¬ 
acter interactions and their attitude towards one another. The 
sheer ferocity shown in achieving their goal of keeping the 
school open while enjoying the spring of their youth shines 
through brilliantly. Also, there was a part where Uzume was 
worried about ending everything quickly and she was 



Neptune 
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reminded by everyone that she should enjoy her schooldays 
with all of her friends. The overall point was, despite every¬ 
thing falling down around them, they should keep a positive 
attitude while enjoying life and things will take a turn for 
the better eventually. 

Something that also proves that this game is all about 
character interaction, they allowed for special event cutscenes 
to take place dependent on when you play a particular act 
inside of a scene a specific character combination. A lot of 
the fun in the game is figuring out who is paired up with who 
during what act in order to gain access to those special 
cutscene sequences. 

However, aside from seriousness vs lightheartedness, 
something that particularly bothered me is how none of 
the main characters were affected by what was transforming 
CPUs into zombies. While I do understand that they are all 
heroines with the ability to transform into different versions 
of themselves, it would have been nice if some explanation 
was given along the main storyline which called into question 
the “immunity” of the characters to transform into zombies. 
While they did say that students transform back because of 
“Share Energy” and it is powered by citizens of Gamindustri 
believing in CPUs, then it should have either transformed 
them all into zombies simultaneously or reverted everyone 
back to their original forms together. While I understand that 
none of the characters transforming is something necessary 
to the plot, I would have liked a valid explanation or at least 
allowing one of the characters to “turn” at one point to show 
that no one is effected and it was merely luck of the draw. 


Something else I should mention that is pretty awesome 
within the game is their references to other media. They make 
several references to videos games like Resident Evil and even 
some towards more popular movies that feature the undead. 
This was a nice touch as it was done within a way so it seems 
just to be another wacky part of the story if you are unaware, 
but a very cool easter egg if you can actually catch the ref¬ 
erence. Well done in those regards for providing users with 
more moments that prove sublimely laughable. 

Overall, the story in itself was longer than I thought it 
would be and managed to make the plot interesting with 
all the additional information they added as it proceeded 
chapter by chapter. Character interactions were the high¬ 
light of this entire thing and does well to actually make you 
care less about the sense of the plot and more about how they 
are going to respond to what happens next. Blanc s ability to 
come up with film ideas that were outlandish (boat crashing 
into the school?!) were pretty comical to read and play out. I 
think the story, while lacking a lot as far as those who want 
actual depth, makes it for it in the lightheartedness and 
antics of the characters in question. MegaTagmension Blanc 
+ Neptune VS Zombies achieves its goal of keeping its players 
entertained by providing a nonsensical and character driven 
story that grounds itself in its cheerfulness.

[ Ranking and Progression 
Systems 1 

Within this game, every mission is judged by a rank. They 
are numbered by letter, and they go all the way up to “SSS” 
(Super Strike Student). Unfortunately, I have no idea what 
the lowest rank is since I have yet to fail and I have yet to 
actually score below a “B” (Barely). How well you do in 
mission, determined by certain criteria, will present you 
with your rank. 

You are judged by a few different things: Quest Clear 
Time, Incomplete Penalty, Number of items used and Max 
Combo count. From what I have seen, it normally comes 
down to your Quest Clear Time and Number of items used 
over everything else. Generally, clearing the quest as quickly 
as possible while using absolutely no items means getting 
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“SSS” rank easily. 

Something that should be noted is that in Story mode you 
have the option to enable "Bonus skills” which are selectable 
in the Config menu. "No Damage,” which means you will be 
constantly invincible during battle: "Iron Wall” means you 
will not be taken aback when you are damaged during battle 
(i.e. boss level hyper armor); "Knockout Blow” is the ability 
to defeat any enemy with one hit; "Infinite EXE Drive” means 
your EXE Drive gauge will always be maxed out and "Infinite 
SP Gauge” means your SP Gauge will constantly be at max 
level. While it is said that these bonus skills are "settings 
that might break your game s balance! (Story only),” you can 
actually use it to level up yourself to the point that it does not 
matter whether you become a master of the combat system. 
By the time you reach max rank, you will be strong enough 
to deal with whatever comes your way. The reason this is 
noteworthy is the game does not seem to punish you for 
having all these features turned on. This means that you can 
grind quickly and easily to level up a character, farm money 
to spend in the Shop and attempt to get treasure to power 
yourself up. 

[ Progression ] 

This game s progression system is one that you also find 
within many other action role-playing games. You have the 
ability to level up the attributes of every character, buy them 
new equipment, upgrade their equipment and improve their 
ties with one another. 

The very first thing to examine is their attributes which 
can be upgraded. Their HP, Power, Defense and Technique 
can all be leveled up dependent on the ability points you 
acquire from clearing missions. Your HP determines how 
much health you have, Power is the damage that you are 
capable of dealing, Defense is how much damage you will 
take from enemies (as well as if you will flinch or not) while 
Technique is the ability to learn new combos. As you begin 
to level up your character, you will notice you will need an 
increasingly large number of ability points as you further 
the bar along, making it so that you will need to play or 
grind quite a lot to fully max out a single character. 
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Something to take in mind to is the "Lily Rank” that char¬ 
acter possess. A character s Lily Rank is determined by their 
synergy with another character (Uzume with Peashy, Uzume 
with Blanc, Uzume with Ram, etc.). Your Lily Rank can be 
raised to a maximum of level 10 and it increases the damage 
of your attack (and specific character combinations also have 
small differences). 

Weapons can be bought using "Credits”, which are also 
earned the same as ability points, from completing quests. 
You can buy the 1st through 4th weapon for each character. 
You can also purchase "Update Programs” (Things to alter 
weapon types and general stats) and "Update Assets” (parts 
you can fuse in the shop to create Update Programs) to help 
customize your weapon. You can make your character fight 
how you wish and focus on the stats and attributes of your 
character that you think are important. The "Fuse” mecha¬ 
nism allows you to obtain certain "Update Programs” that 
are not available in the shop. 

Overall, the progression system within this game is one 
that has been seen in many before it. It is straight forward and 
easy to learn, but the amount of customization has a definite 
impact on how well your character will perform. Those who 
want to have the strongest character possible will continue 
to grind it out and acquire all the best parts to make a truly 
devastating combination. 

[ Customization ] 

As with the majority of these types of games, a heavy 
emphasis is based on how you can customize your character 
to your preference. It also helps in case you are playing online 
multiplayer and want to be able to easily separate yourself from 
someone who may be using the same character as you are. 
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You are able to change your hair style, costume and add 
accessories (up to a maximum of five). While the hair style 
and costumes are pre-made for every single character, you can 
actually customize the look of accessories on your character. 
You can make them bigger, smaller, wide and even apply them 
to different parts of the character bodies (Head, Both Hands, 
Both Arms, Both Underarms, Both Ankles, Both Shins and 
Both Thighs). 

Accessories themselves can be bought with credits instead 
of the “Accessories” option in the shop. They feature a variety 
of different options; glasses, headbands, headphones, and 
even plushies! There is sure to be something for everyone. 

[ Game Play Impressions ] 

The game play for MegaTagmension Blanc + Neptune VS 
Zombies features the same play that the series is known for. 

It s an action, role-playing game which has elements of a 
“hack ri slash” and “beat em’ up” style games. For those who 
are not familiar with this particular series, think along the 


lines of the Senran Kagura series (which is also produced by 
Tamsoft) or a 3-D version of the fighting featured in Phantom 
Breakers: Battle Grounds. 

i Controls and Battle 
System ] 

The controls for the game are rather simple. By default; 

© is to dash, ® is to jump or double jump, @ is your Billion 
Attack (Strong Attack), © is your Normal Attack (Weak 
Attack), um controls the Camera Reset and Lock On, ei is 
your Guard while ® controls the menu for items. All of these 
buttons are available to be remapped by selecting “Config” on 
the start screen and by choosing the “Button Config” option. 

You have four types “SP Skills” which are done by pushing 
the ei in combination with anyone of the four face buttons 
(©, ®, @ or ©). What you get depends on the character that 
you are currently using. Not to mention they can only be 
done once your “SP Gauge” is fully charged, which happens 
by attacking enemies or doing so on its own over a certain 
period of time. 

You also have four types of “Special Moves” which are 
done by pushing the ei and ni in combination with any of 
the four face buttons. You have two which are Story mode 
specific (Character Change and Transform, performed by 
pushing the © and ® button respectively) and two that can be 
done within all modes (EXE Drive and Lily Special, performed 
by pushing the Square and Triangle buttons respectively). 

Using the default control scheme is actually not too bad. 
You just have to get use to using the shoulder buttons in 
combination with the face buttons to pull off combos and 
moves. At first it feels quite restricting and takes a bit of an 
adjustment to get familiar with, but it proves no trouble what¬ 
soever after you have played the game for a while. With enough 
practice and experimentation, it is not hard to pull off long, 

elaborate and devastating combos that make use of your 
normal attacks, SP Skills and Special Moves. With more 
practice, you are even able to interrupt specific moves by 
performing a dash in the middle of it to begin the combo 
anew and create some truly impressive feats. Cancel¬ 
ling your move into a dash or a jump also has other uses, 
such as getting away from enemies. 

[ Combat; and Enemies ] 

Most enemies, including bosses, are easily taken 
care of once you have sufficient power and the ability 
to withstand their blows. However, it should be noted that 
most bosses have hyper armor and do not flinch to attacks. 
While I agree that bosses should not be easy to fight, they 
should not have to rely on the “unflinching” gimmick to 
be competent. Also, I wish that enemies would have been 
more zombie like in nature rather than a variety of very 
kid-friendly abominations. 
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Enemies in this game are stronger or weaker dependent 
upon your stats. Defense controls whether an enemy can 
hurt you and make you flinch or not. Increasing this rating, 
as well as your health, is the key to remaining alive. While it 
is possible to defeat an enemy well above your level by con¬ 
necting attacks, blocking theirs and expertly getting away to 
avoid massive damage; it is not advised that you battle enemies 
above the recommended level. The rating system (explained 
later) is judged based on the speediness in which you can defeat 
all enemies (or the target enemies). Getting the SSS (Super 
Strike Student) rank is impossible if you cannot defeat all 
your enemies fast enough, even if you are so skilled that you 
can defeat a high level enemy due to your battle capability 
and masterful use of blocking (perfect blocking will result 
in no damage being taken) and evading. 

While the combat is really good in my opinion, the best 
of this variety I have come across, there is really no benefit 


in learning how to play correctly. This has to do with you 
not being adequately being scored based on skill rather than 
time, meaning that the best thing to do is grind Story mode 
in order to acquire the strength needed to best the level 
within a minute. 

[ Multiplayer Impressions 1 

Multiplayer can be played either solo online or you can 
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team up with a maximum of four other players. You have 
five different dimensions to choose from, each with their 
own individual bosses: Hyper, Ultra, Mega, Heart and 
Zero Dimensions 

Upon starting, you can create a room and set specific set¬ 
tings. Some of those settings include the room name, pass¬ 
word, goal, room purpose, player rank, quest and view mode 
setting. These help you set the criteria for players to join, as 
well as help players who are looking for a specific room. 

Quests here are set by the person who created the room, of 
which three different flavors. One Star Quests (levels 1 - 5), 
Two Star Quests (Levels 5 - 10) and Special Quests (Levels 
20 - 60). There also seems to be quests that pop up depen¬ 
dent on the day, meaning that it is best to play online every 
single day (sometimes at particular times) to get a chance to 
experience everything. 

Also there is the ability to talk to other players by using a set 
of pre-written lines that are selectable before everyone readies 
themselves to start a quest. There is a wide selection available 
and covers a variety of different scenarios and expressions. 
Most should be happy with these chat options, especially 
since it seems to also have voice acting per pre-written line. 



Even without the ability to type custom messages, I still feel 
players are able to convey clearly how they feel to one another. 

Multiplayer has a bit of a different flavor than single player, 
as you are allowed to pick every single character from the 
beginning without unlocking them first in Story and a few 
of your attacks do not function here (as I said before, Trans¬ 
formation does not work here and Lily Attack has to be done 
with other players). That and the ability to collect “Dark 
History Parts.” 

Defeating massive characters in the “Special Quests” allow 
for players to equip their characters with Dark History Parts 
in the “processor and dark history parts” section of the Setup 
menu. These allow your character to gain a slightly different 
look due to the parts and simultaneously using it to boost 
their core stats. These are highly sought after and drop in a 
gold box (while regular parts drop in light blue) after defeat¬ 
ing one of these mega-sized bosses. 

Overall, multiplayer is really fun. It can be quite difficult 
due to the power and HP of some of the mega bosses (which 
were already nerfed in Japan due to a 1.01 patch, which is 
the default standard for MegaTagmension in the western 
release). It is fun and rewarding, especially since the “Bonus 
Skill” ability does not work here. It can get chaotic with four 
people and it is such a blast to work with everyone to take 
down a boss. 

[ The Verdict 1 

Yes! This Game is Worth Buying! 

STRENGHS — Addictive game play, Happy-go-lucky 
characters, Cool customization, Multiplayer is actually 
fun, Wide variety of characters to choose from. 
WEAKNESSES —Lack of seriousness during Story mode, 
MegTagmensions “bonus skill” setting makes you feel stupid 
for playing story mode legitimately. More in-game knowl¬ 
edge should be given regarding Dark History Parts. 

When it comes to action role-playing games of this variety, 
I would have to say that MegaTagmension Blanc + Neptune VS 
Zombies is the best I have played to date. It features a story 
line that is decently long and shows interesting characters, 
an impressive combat system that is addicting to play, and a 
good online function to keep players going even after they 
have finished the main quest line. While it did have a few 
glaring weaknesses, overall it was a pleasurable experience 
that I am glad I participated in. 

I definitely recommend this particular title for those 
that have an interest in action role-playing games as it is the 
most fun I have currently had with this particular genre. I 
also have a friend who religiously plays anime action RPGs 
fall-in-love already, she absolutely loves it too. Well done
